Heavy Rains Boost Perils 


In Nation’s Flood Region

Heavy 
rains 
Tuesday 
in 
northern Missouri, Iowa and II* 
linois 
threatened 
increased 
flooding downriver today along 
the still-swollen hut receding 
Mississippi River. 
Predictions of more rainfall 
?.nd higher tides in the Gulf of 
Mexico also added to flooding 
problema in Louisiana. 
At St. Louis, the river district 
office of the National Weather 
Service 
was 
preparing 
new 
crest forecasts today for the 
Mississippi. The forecasts are 
based on rainfall reports. 
Eleven deaths have been re­ 
ported since the floods began 
and an estimated 11 
million 
acres in seven states—«much of 
it prime farmland—are still un­ 
der water. The Mississippi Riv­ 
er Commission estimates dam­ 
age thus far in the seven states

“ It

appreciably 
more rain than has already

Meanwhile, the New' Orleans 
weather service office forecast 
tides three feet higher than nor­ 
mal in the Gulf, blaming south­ 
erly 
winds 
for the 
resulting 
hampering of normal drainage 
along the coast.

dicted “considerable tidal flood­ 
ing due to overflow from many 
bayous and canals* in southern 
Louisiana.”

day at Caoe Girardeau, Mo., 
13.6 feet over flood stage. And 
the Missouri 
River continued 
falling.

To GOP 


HOUSTON, 
Tex

— 
John 
B. 
Connally 
made 
his 
long-expected switch from the 
Democratic to the Re publican 
party today but said, “ 1 seek 
no office, political or appoin­ 
tive.” 


The former secretary of the 
Treasury 
— 
considered 
a 
strong potential candidate for 
the GOP presidential candidate 
in 1976 — said he has not dis­ 
cussed any possible assignment 
in the Nixon administration. 
He said the Democratic party 
“ has become more fragmented 
than at. any time in my life. It 
has moved so far to the left 
that it has left many Ameri­ 
cans.” 
The longtime Democrat said 
the timing of his announcement 
had nothing to do with the Wa­ 
tergate scadal. 
“ There has been a great deal 
of speculation by the media and 
1 frankly was getting tired of it 
and 
I 
believe 
the 
average 
American was getting tired of 
it too,” he said, 
“ It just happens to come in 
the midst of Watergate, but 
there is no reason for my act­ 
ing or failing to ad. now.” 
The 
56 year-old 
Connally 
called the Watergate affair “ a 
sordid mess.” 
“ It was a silly, stupid, illegal 
act perpetrated by individuals 
and not by the Republican par­ 
ty. One should not condemn the 
República 
party because the 
individuals were Republicans.” 
The former Texas governor 
and protege of the late Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B, Johnson made 
known his decision to switch 
parties in a statement made 
available before the news con­ 
ference.

BASE CLOSINGS 
Closing more than 200 militaiy bases is 
a move that will have economic impact 
for more than that many communities 
and will entail the relocation of thou­ 
sands of families. Many of the employes 
will find it difficult to nail down com­ 
parable jobs. 
But this happens after every war, and 
the Vietnam conflict is no exception. It 
would be surprising if next year did not 
see the phasing out of as many more in­ 
stallations. 
The effect of these base closings on 
total military spending will be minor. In­ 
flation will more than wine out any pos­ 
sible reduction in overall outlays as a 
result of this action. 
It was an. ill kept secret that many 
bases no longer needed would be closed 
when withdrawal from Vietnam was 
complete. In fact, the Pentagon had 
made an announcement to this effect 
many months ago. Officials and others 
in communities where bases to be phased 
out are located had little reason to hope 
they would be kept in operation. 
Now that the list has been released and 
there is no longer doubt, community 
leaders can proceed to make plans to 
soften the impact and to seek new enter­ 
prise to replace those which will soon be 
shutdown.

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Indiana Bell Seeking Big Rate Increase

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — In­ 
diana 
Bell Telephone Co. 
is 
calling for a $35.5 million an­ 
nual rate and fee increase that 
leaves Hoosier ears ringing at 
the prospect of higher monthly 
M is and dropping two dimes in 
a coin phone. 
The Public Service Commis­ 
sion has started hearings that 
w ll pit the wholly owned sub­ 
sidiary of giant American Tele­ 
phone & Telegraph against In­ 
diana’s 
public 
counselor and 
spokesmen for consumers, the 
young, the elderly and the poor. 
The outcome is expected to 
affect the business climate for 
rl! of Indiana’s 65 telephone 
companies because, as one 'ex­ 
ecutive put it: “ Ma Bell is sort 
or Big Daddy, and what's good 
foi Ma Bel is good for the in­ 
dustry 
and 
o'her 
companies 
which share toll revenues.;” 
The hearings are spotlighting 
all utility and other companies 
in the glare of inflation, a de 
mand for more and better serv­ 
ice and rising interest rates. 
Everything, from the cost of li­ 
bo to the cost of copper wire 
and telephone poles is going 
vp—and so must rates in order 
to pay for them, B el says. 
Public Counselor Carl Van 
Dorn says Bell wants too much 
money too often and just re­ 
ceived a $23.9 million general 
rate increase in July 1971, as 
well as to ! increases in the last 
few years. 
Opponents of the rate in­ 
crease say they just can’t af­ 
ford higher rates which they 
say would penalize the poor, 
the young and the elderly. They 
«ay higher rates w ll stifle the 
growth 
that 
B el encourage* 
with large sums for marketing. 
l i e rate case is divided inte 
two parts: a request for a $3.5 
m ilion annual increase in in­ 
stallation and one-time chargee 
on which hearings have start­ 
ed; and a request for a $32 mil­ 
lion increase in general natea. 
That case was to be heard 
Thursday but the public coun­ 
selor requested and was given 
a delay. 
B el says it w il be fortunate 
if the decision is made by fa l, 
but, Roy Winkler, general rate 
supervisor, says the company 
expects to win “ the major por­ 
tion.” 
The rate case is based only

Indiana B el is not alone in 
its petition for a rate increase. 
B el systems a l over the coun­ 
try are asking for rate in­ 
creases, and getting them. 
Last year Michigan B el re­ 
ceived a $43.8 million annua! 
rate increase; Ohio B el has 
asked for $165 milion; Ilinois 
B el received $44.5 m ilion last 
year and is asking $62 milion 
more; South Central B el in 
Kentucky asked $25.7 milion 
and got $15.1 million this yeax.

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Henry Circuit Court Involved In 
Unusual Case Concerning Injury 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—“We 
gave them a cause of action,” 
Justice Donald H. Hunter of the 
Indiana Supreme Court said of 
Tuesday's order to the Henry 
Circuit Court. 
The state’s high court or­ 
dered the lower court to hear a 
damage suit based on the firing 
of a worker who filed a claim 
for workmen’s compensation. 
The Henry Circuit Court, at 
New Castle, had dismissed the 
suit for a lack of a cause of 
action. That was affirmed by 
the Indiana Court of Appeals. 
The 
ruling 
was 
reversed 
Tuesday by the Supreme Court. 
Research had failed to find a 
precedent in any U.S. court, 
Hunter said. 
Justice Dixon W. 
Prentice 
dissented from the opinion and 
Chief Justice Norman F. Arter- 
burn and Justices Roger 0. 
DeBruler and Richard W. Giv- 
an concurred. 
The $45,000 damage suit was 
filed 
by 
Dorothy 
Frampton 
against the Central Indiana Gas 
Company. She said she injured 
an arm while working for the 
utility. Central Indiana Gas and 
its insurance company paid her 
hospital and medical expenses 
and her full salary for the four 
months she was unable to work. 
The woman returned to her 
job. About 19 months later, the 
Supreme Court opinion said, 
the gas company and insurer 
were notifed of a 30 per cent 
loss in the use of the injured 
arm. 
She received 
a 
com­ 
pensation settlement but was 
discharged about a month later 
with no reason given. 
The high court opinion said 
tiie basic purpose behind work­ 
man’s compensation legislation 
“ia to shift the economic bur­ 
den tor employment-connected 
injuries from the employe to 
the employer.** 
Justice Hunter wrote: 
The {Indiana) Act creates a 
duty in the employer to com­ 
pensate employes for work-re­ 
lated injuries (through insur­ 
ance) and a right in the em­ 
ploye to receive such com­ 
pensation. 
“But in order for goals of the 
Act to be realized and for pub­ 
lic policy to be effectuated, the 
employe must be able to ex­ 
ercise his right in an unfettered 
fashion without being subject to 
reprisal. If employers are per­ 
mitted to penalize employes for 
filing workmen’s compensation 
claims, a most important pub­ 
lic policy will be undermined. 
“The 
fear 
of 
being 
dis­ 
charged would have a dele­ 


terious effect on the exercise of 
a statutory right. 
Employes 
will not file claims for justly 
deserved compensation—opting, 
instead, to continue their em­ 
ployment without incident. The 
end result, of course, is that he 
employer is effectively relieved 
of his obligation,” Justice Hunt­ 
er wrote. 


The justice said that although 
the court could find no other 
cases holding that such a dis­ 
charge is actionable, there has 
been a parallel development in 
landlord-and-tenant 
law, 
with 
several courts holding that “re­ 
taliatory evictions” are against 
public policy.

No one was killed in the lat­ 
est incidents, but at least 24 
persons have died in the war 
since i t began in January of 
1972, police said. 


North Yiet ‘Out’ 
In Huge Foreign 
Aid Requests 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 
ident Nixon today sent a $2.9- 
billion foreign aid program to 
Congress. It included $632 mil- 
l;on for reconstruction in In­ 
dochina. 
However, the projected fiscal 
1974 program did not include 
any funds for rehabilitation in 
North Vietnam. The Indochina 
aid 
was limited entirely 
to 
South Vietnam, Laos and Cam­ 
bodia. 
The 1974 proposal of $2.9 bil­ 
lion compares to a $2,6-billion 
foreign aid program that has 
been in effect under a contin­ 
uing resolution for nearly two 
years. 
Congress last year failed to 
approve a specific authorization 
lor foreign aid covering the 
current fiscal period. Instead, 
the Senate and House approved 
resolutions to finance the for­ 
eign assistance at fiscal 1972 
levels.
